What is eating. my.turnip greens 


Richard Petcher 
County Extension Agent 


A turnip patch can be a valu- 
able resource. However, there are 
a number of insects that also love 
to eat your greens. So battling the 
bugs can be a real challenge. 

Garden lice or aphids are one of 
the first insects to attack. Diazi- 
non with a ten day interval from 
last application until harvest is 
probably the best insecticide for 
the home gardener. But at best, it 
only gives partial control. When 
you kill an aphid on the plant it 
clings and dies clinging to the 
plant. One of the best solutions is 
to simply wash off the aphids 
with a garden hose. There is a 
garden insecticidal soap that 
works great. The brand names of 
two of these are “Safer Soap” and 
“Nature’s Mark”. There are oth- 
ers. These soaps are specially for- 
mulated to‘hurt the insects by 
gumming up their breathing appa- 
ratuses. The soaps soon break 
down and are of no harm to peo- 
ple or the plants. However, the 
dish washing soaps for the 
kitchen are harmful to the plants. 
They usually burn the outer edge 
of the leaves. 

The second group of insects are 
the cabbage loopers, cabbage 
webworms, imported cabbage- 
worms, and diamondback moth 
larvae, Cabbage loopers are the 
most frequent. They are easy to 


identify as they are light green 
and they loop or inch along when 
they move. The other worms are 
varied in color. However, their 
control is the same. The Bt insec- 
ticides containing the bacteria 
Bacillus Thuringiensis are the 
best insecticides for controlling 
them. Dipel is one of these insec- 
ticides. Begin treatments at the 
first sign of moths, eggs, or when 
small worms are seen. Then 
repeat spray every 5 to 7 days or 
as soon as possible after a rain 
occurs, You always need to read 
the label when applying insecti- 
cides. 

The other group of insects are 
the flea beetles, harlequin bugs, 
and the vegetable weevils. These 
are rarely a major problem here. 
SEVIN is the chemical of choice. 
Eggplants are a trap crop for that 
insect so you may plant some 
eggplants nearby or have your 
neighbors plant some eggplants. 

Frequently, people call with this 
question, “What is eating my 
greens?”. I hope this article has 
been helpful. However, never 
spray unless you see insects to 
spray. The insect population starts 
up each spring and gradually 
builds up until they peak in the 
fall. Then cold weather comes on 
and the4insects die or hide for the 
winter depending on how cold it 
gets. As cold weather comes on 
our insect problems are over. You 
may have damage on your plants,

but the insects are already gone. 
Insects do most of their damage 
when the plants are young and 
tender. Because the plants are so 
small we don’t usually see the 
damage until much later when the 
plants and leaves are much larger. 
A small micro hole on a small 
plant becomes a large hole as the 
plant grows. Then we see it and 
wonder what is eating my green. 
By this time of the year most of 
the insects have already gone. 
Seeing the damage on your plant 
is not all there is to it. Inspect for 
insects when the plants are young 
and especially check on the 
underside of the leaves. 

Having bragging rights on your 
green patch, usually comes from 
having a good fertility program. 
Of course, watering them helps. 
Take a soil sample and see what 
your greens need. Apply about 
one third of the Nitrogen at plant- 
ing and then divide the remaining 
amount over the season. Side- 
dressing with Nitrogen frequently 
about every two or three weeks is 
what keeps greens vigorous and 
actively growing. 

In the hard cold of winter you 
will find kale and collards more 
cold tolerant than the other 
greens, You may even want to 
grow some greens in a cold 
frame, to take you through a hard 
winter. You can’t beat the greens 
for adding nutrition to your year 
around diet.

New county commission’s

The first bimonthly meeting ot 
the newly sworn in Coffee County 
Commission was brief and to the 
point Monday morning. With new 
commission chairperson Linda 
Westbrook presiding over the meet 
ing, commissioners moved through 
the short meeting agenda 

Commissioners heard a com- 
plaint from Thomas Boswell con 
cerning Co. Rd, 234. He told com 
missioners that the dirt road was 
approximately 200 yards long and 
that he was the only resident on the 
road. 

Boswell said his problems started 
about four years ago when the road 
Was numbered and a stop sign was 
placed at the intersection of Co, Rd. 
228. He noted that motorists would 
come down the road and would 
park, “drink beer” and throw their 
empty containers out on the road- 
way and in the right-of-way. 

A request was made by Boswell 
that the road be “closed” (no longer 
identified as a public road). He was 
told that a petition bearing the sig- 
natures of all the landowners would 
be required in order to close the 
road, 

After a short discussion, Com 
missioner Kayo Lewis told Boswell 
that he and county engineer Randy 
Tindell would, “look at the situa 
tion and see what needs to be 
done.” 

Chairperson Westbrook proposed 


a resolution that the commission 
support the economic development 
projects taking place within the 
county 100 percent to create job 
Opportunities for county residents. 
One current project is presently 


underway by 


the Enterprise Coffee 
Economic Development 
Corporation. 

On a motion made by Commis- 
sioner Tom Grimsley and seconded 
by Commissioner Jim Thompson, 
the commission voted to provide 
both monetary support and assis- 
tance from the county highway 
department.
